The 
Senators, the Representatives, the diplomats, 
and the army and navy men, with their 
wives and relatives, to say nothing of the 
omnipresent Inauguration committeeman 
with his white sash, were all in their places 
before the central figure arrived. The crowd 
was densely packed about the little white 
pagoda, which had been especially prepared 
‘for the Presi and wisely, too, in view of 
the weather ch followed. 

Like all Amerioan crowds bound for a 
holiday, this one was exceedingly good- 
natured, but it was almost wholly lacking in 
reverence for the other people on the plat- 
form aside frém the President himself. So 
the crowd amused itself with scathing re- 
marks upon various persons favored with 
Seats upon the platform, and these repre- 
sentative plain people did not hesitate to 
eall out, Give us a speech, Fatty,“ and 
similar remarks.

A moment later the Jus- 
tices. filed to their seats, each of them with 
a black skullcap. Their rotundity and gen- 
erally smooth faces gave them the appear- 
ance rather of jolly friars than learned limbs 
of the law. General Miles stepped down the 
aisle alone, for his only senior in the military 
service, Admiral Dewey, had retreated in the 
face of the rain, owing to the fact that he 
has not yet recovered from his severe attack 
of the grip. General Miles, therefore, had 
Colonel Roosevelt all to himself, and shook 
Bands repeatedly and chatted with the un- 
concern t the great crowd born of the fact 
that both men were heroes and were fairly 
wellawpre ot the facſt.

Begins Inaugural Address. 

The President kissed the Bible which had 
deen brought to him by the clerk of the 
Supreme Court and turned to make his ad- 
dress. He was not speaking for foreign na- 
tfons and did not even attempt to catch the 
eye of the brildantly uniformed diplomats 
who sat on his right, but he talked to the 
people, the white and the black, the men 
and the women, and he had no more atten- 
tive listener than the stray soldiers and the 
police officers who guarded the front of the 
President's stand. 

It rained and the sleet came down, and it 
was cold and dreary, but there the President 
stood, with bared head, facing that awful 
battery of voiceless cameras and outlined 
his foreign and colonia] policy after sketch- 
ing in the leading events of the administra- 
tion which had just closed. Hehad the sym- 
pathy of the crowd from the start, and his 
inaugural address was strong and full of 
honest determination. 

The rain destroyed any attempt at en- 
thusiasm among the crowd, ana the people 
on the platform gradually retired to the 
Capitol, in spite of the respect they owed to 
the President. 

His address required only half an hour to 
deliver, and there were some indications that 
he may have cut out of the actual delivery 
some parts which were prepared for pub- 
lication. They were not essential parts, 
however, andif there was any cutting down 
it was solely for the benefit of the shivering 
and well drenched crowd. 


Text of Inaugural Address. 
The President, in his inaugural address, 
‘ 


said: 
My Fellow-Citizehs: 
When we assembled here on the 4th of 
March, 1897, there was great anxiety with 
regard to our currency and credit. None ex- 
‘now. Then our Treasury receipts were 
equate to meet the current obligations. 
Now they are sufficient 
for all public needs and we have a surplus 
instéad of a deficit. Then I felt constrained 
to convene the Congress in extraordinary 
session to devise revenues to pay the or- 
dinary expenses of the government. Now I 
have the satisfaction to announce that the 
Congress just closed has reduced taxation 
in the sum of $41,000,000. Then there was a 
deep solicitude because of the long depres- 
sion in our manufacturing, mining, agri- 
cultural, and mercantile industries and the 
consequent digtress of our laboring popula- 
tion: Now every avenue of production is 
crowded with activity, labor is well em- 
ployed, and American products find good 
markets at home and abroad. 
Our diversified productions, however, are 
increasing in such unprecedented volume as 
to admonish ys of the necessity of still fur- 
ther enlarging our foreign markets by broad- 
er commercial relations. For this purpose 
reciprocal trade arrangements with other 
nations should in liberal spirit be carefully 
cultivated and promoted. 
Dangers of Prosperity. 

The national verdict of 1896 has for the 
most part been executed.

Tells of War with Spain. 

Four years ago we stood on the brink of 
war without the people knowing it and with- 
out any preparation or effort at preparation 
for the impending peril. I did all that in 
honor could be done to avert the war, but 
without avail. It became inevitable, and 
the Congress at [ts first regular session, with- 
out party division, provided money in antici- 
pation of the crisis and in preparation to 
meet it. It ca The result was signally 
favorable to American arms and im the 
highest degree honorable to the government. 
it imposed upog us obligations from which 
we cannot escape and from which it would 
be dishonorable to seek to escape. We are 
now ut peace with the world, and it is my 
fervent prayer that if differences arise be- 
tween us and other powers they may be set- 
tled by peaceful arbitration and that here- 
after we may be spared the horrorsof war. 


Pledges Devotion to Duties. 


Intrusted by the people for a second 
time with the office of President, I enter upon 
its administration appreciating the great re- 
sponsibilltlies which attach to this renewed 
honor and commission, promising unreserved 
devotion on my part to their faithful dis- 
charge, and reverently invoking for my guid- 
ance the direction and favor of Almighty 
God. I should shrink from the duties this 
day assumed if I did not feel that in their 
performance I should have the codperation 
of the wise and patriotic men of all parties, 
It encourages me for the great task which 
I now undertake to believe that those who 
voluntarily committed to me the trust im- 
posed upon the Chief Executive of the repub- 
lic will give to me generous support in my 
duties to ‘ preserve, protect, and defend the 
constitution of the United States,’ andr to 
‘care that the laws be faithfully executed.’ 
The national purpose is indicated through a 
national election. It is the constitutional 
method of ascertaining the public will. When 
once it is registered it is a law to us all, and 
faithful observance should follow its de- 
crees, 


Says Country Is Reunited. a 


“Strong hearts and helpful hands are 
needed, and, fortunately, we have them in 
every part of our beloved country. We are 
reunited. SectionaHsm has disappeared. 
Division on public.questions can no longer 
be traced by the war maps of 1861. These 
old differences less and less disturb the judg- 
ment. Existing problems demand the 
thought and quicken the conscience of the 
country, and the responsibility for their pres- 
ence,’ as well as for their righteous settle- 
ment, rests upon us all—no more upon me 
than upon you. There are some national 
questions in the solution of which patriotism 
should exclude partisanship. Magnifying 
their difficulties will not take them off our 
hands. nor facilitate their adjustment: Dis- 
trust of the ‘capacity, integrity, and high 


an inspiring theme for future political con- 
tests, Dark pictures and gloomy forebod- 
ings are worse than useless. These only be- 
vloud, they do not help to point the way of 
safety and honor. Hope maketh not 
ashamed.’ 

The prophets of evil were not the build- 
they saved or served it. The faith of the

wrought its progress and furnished its de- 
fenders. They are obstructionists who de- 
speir and who would destroy confidence in 
the ability of our people to solve wisely and 
for civilization the mighty problems restin 
upon them.

We 
find them so. They are inconvenient. They 
cost us something. But are we not made 
better for the effort and sacrifice, and are 
not those we serve lifted up and blessed? 


Opposition Has Not Availed. 


We will be consoled, too, with the fact 
that opposition has confronted every onward 
movement of the republic from its opening 
hour until now, but without success. The 
republic has marched on and on, and its 
every step has exalted freedom and human- 
ity. We are undergoing the same ordeal 
as did our predecessors nearly a century 
ago. We are following the course they 
blazed. Thetriumphed. Will their succes- 
sors falter and plead organic impotency in 
the nation? Surely after 125 years of 
achievement for mankind we will not now 
surrender our equality with other powers on 
matters fundamental and essential to na- 
tionality. With no such purpose was the 
nation created. In no such spirit has it de- 
veloped its full and independent sovereignty. 
We adhere to the principle of equality among 
ourselves and by no act of ours will we assign 


to ourselves a subordinate rank in the family 


of nations. 

„Muy fellow-citizens, the public events of 
the last four years have gone into history. 
They are too near to justify recital, Some 
of them were unforeseen; many of them mo- 
mentous and farreaching in their conse- 
quences to ourselves and our relations with 
the rest of the world. The part which the 
United States bore so honorsth]y'in the thrill- 
ing scenes in China, while new to Americar 
life, has been in harmony with its true spirit 
and best traditions, and in dealing with the 
results its policy will be that of moderation 
and fairness. 


Faces Crisis in Cuba. 


4 We face at this moment a most important 


question—that of the future relations of the 
United States and Cuba. With our near 
neighbors we must remain close friends. 
The declaration of the purposes of this gov- 
ernment- in the resolution of April 20, 1898. 
must be made good. Ever since the evacua- 
tion of the islarid by the army of Spain the 
executive, with all practicable speed, has 
been assisting its people in the successive 
steps necessary to the establishment of a 


free and independent government.prepared | 


to assume and perform the obligations of in- 
ternational law which now rest upon the 
United States under the treaty of Paris. 
The convention elected by the people to 
frame a constitution is approaching the com- 
pletion of its labors. The transfer of Ameri- 
can controb to the new government is of 
such great importance, involving an obliga- 
tion resulting from our intervention and the 
treaty of peace, that I am glad to be ad- 
vised by the recent act of Congress of the 
policy which the legislative branch of the 


‘government deems essential to the best in- 


terests of Cuba and the United States. The 
principles which led to our intervention re- 
quire that the fundamental law upon which 
the new government rests should be adapted 
to secure a government capable of perform- 
ing the duties and discharging the functions 
of a separate nation, of observing its in- 


,ternational obligations, of protecting life and 
property, insdring order, safety, and liberty, 


and, conforming to the established and his- 
torical policy of the United States in its re- 


lation to Cuba. 


‘Must Guarantee Permanent Peace. 

“The peace which we are pledged to leave 
to the Cuban people must carry with it the 
guaranties of permanence. We became 
sponsors for the pacification of the island, 
and we remain accountable to the Cubans, 
no less than to our own country and people, 
for the reconstruction of Cuba as a free 
commonwealth on abiding foundations of 
right, justice, liberty, and assured’ order. 
Our enfranchisement of the people will not 
be completed until free Cuba shall ‘ be a 
reality, not a name; a perfect entity, nota 
hasty experiment bearing within itself the 
elements of failure.’ 


In Regard to Philippines. 


„While the treaty of peace with Spain was 


ratified on Feb. 6, 1899, and ratifications were 


exchanged nearly two years ago, the Con- 
gress has indicated no form of government 
for the Philippine Islands, It has, however, 
provided an army to enable the Executive to 
suppress insurrection, restore peace, give se- 
curity to the inhabitants, and establish the

ganization of native troops as auxiliary to 
the regular force. It has been advised from 
time to time of the acts of the military and 
naval officers in the islands; of my action in 
appolnting civil commissions, of the iustruc- 
tions with which they were charged, of their 
duties and powers, of their recommendations, 
and of the several acts under executive com- 
mission, together with the complete general 
information they have submitted, These re- 
ports fully set forth the conditions, past and 
present, in the islands, and the instructions 
clearly show the principles which will guide 
the Executive until the Congress shall, as it 
is required to do by the treaty, determine 
‘the civil rights and political status of the 
native inhabitants.’ 


Order Must Be Restored. 

The Congress having added the sanction 
of its authority to the powers already pos- 
sessed and exercised by the Executive under 
the constitution, thereby leaving with the 
Executive the responsibility for the govern- 


ment of the Philippines, I shall continue the 


efforts already begun until order shall be re- 
stored throughout the islands, and, as fast 
as conditions permit, will establish local 
governments, in the formation of which the 
full coöperatlon of the people has been al- 
ready invited, and when established will en- 
courage the people to administer them. The 
settled purpose long ago prevailed to afford 


the inhabitants of the islands self-govern- | 


ment as fast as they were ready for it, wil) 
be pursued with earnestness and fidelity. 

„Already something has been accomplished 
in this direction. The government’s repre- 
sentatives, civil and military, are doing faith- 
ful and noble work in their mission of eman- 
cipation, and merit the approval and support 
of their countrymen. The ost liberal 
terms of amnesty have already been commu- 
nicated to the insurgents, and the way is still 
open for those who have raised their arms 
against the government for-henorable sub- 
mission to its authority. 

Our countrymen should not be deceived. 
We are not waging war against the inhabit- 
ants of the Philippine Islands. A portion of 
them are making war against the United 
States. By far the greater part of the inhab- 
itants recognize American sovereignty and 
welcome it as a guaranty of order and of se- 
curity for life, property, liberty, freedom of 
conscience, and the pursuit of happiness. To 
them full protection will be given. They 
shall not be abandoned. We will not leave 
the destiny of the loyal millions in the islands 
to the disldyal thousands who are in re- 
bellion against the United States. 

Order under civil institutions will come 
as soon as those who now break the peace 
shall keep it. Force will not be neded or 
used when those who make war against us 
shall make it no more. May it end without 
further bloodshed and there be ushered in 
the reign of peace to be made permanent by 
a government of liberty under law.“ 


After the Inaugural. 

When the President bowed at the con- 
clusion of his inaugural address there were 
shouts in the crowd for Teddy,“ but the 
Vice President naturally paid no attention 
to them and assisted President McKinley 
to leave the stand in company with Mrs. 
McKinley. 

On the way back up the steps of the Capi- 
tol Mrs.. McKinley, in spite wf the safe- 
guard of the stalwart Adjutant General, was 
at one time caught in a press of people, ow- 
ing to a singuiar lack of police protection, 
and a little cry of fright escaped her, which 
at first created the beliéf that she had been 
injured. A Way was soon made for her, 
however, when the people understood who 
it was, and she reached her carriage with- 
out any difficulty. Her action in leaving 
the Senate Chamber and going down to the 
open pagoda on the plaza aroused consider- 
able concern among her friends, but there 
was no way of preventing this splendid ex- 
hibition of her well-known wifely devotion. 
Immediately after his trying experience with 
the weather outside, which was enough to 
give an ordinary man an attack of pneu- 
monia, President McKinley returned to the 
Senate wing of the Capitol and was given 
a warm lunch in Senator Hawley’s com- 
mittee-room, this attention having been es- 
pecially provided to ward off illness. 


Returns to the White House. 

At 2:30 he left the Capitol for the White 
House, accompanied by his military escort, 
his whole visit to the Capitol, involving the 
signing of bills in the President's room, the 
participation of the ceremonies in the Senate 
Chamber, the taking of the oath, and the 
delivery of his inaugural address, and the 
semi-officital luncheon which followed, hav-

At 11 o' clock 
in the morning the Hamilton club men will 
assemble at the Raleigh Hotel and march 
in a body to the White House, where they 
will be received by President McKinley a half 
hour before noon. They will be headed by

M’KINLEY CARRIAGE IN PERIL. 


Policeman’s Horse Under Wheels of the 
Vehicle Conveying President to 
the Inaugural Ball. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPOND ENT. 

Washington, D. C., March 4.—[Special. ]— 
An accident to a horse ridden by a police- 
man forming part of the escort to the Presi- 
dential party on the way from the White 
House to the inaugural ball tonight threat- 
ened for a time a serious termination to the 
inaugural! celebration. 

Several mounted police rode on either side 
of the President's carriage, while five other 
carriages followed closely behind. The party 
turned from Fifteenth street into F and was 
driven rapidly eastward toward the Pension 
Building. When near Eleventh street a horse 
ridden by one of the policemen became fright- 
ened at an electric car. The asphalt street 
was slippery from the rain and the fright- 
ened animal tumbled forward against one 
of the President’? horses and fell under the 
front wheeis of the carriage. The carriage 
was stopped suddenly, though not in time to 
prevent the front wheels passing over the 
horse’s body. 

Mrs. McKinléy was nearly thrown from her 
seat, while the violent kicking of the horse 
added to the danger. The policemen quickly 
dismounted and the President stepped from 
the ca e for the purpose of assisting 
Mrs. McKinley out of danger. She was not 
removed from the carriage, however, as the 
head of the fallen horse had been securely 
pinioned to the ground, thus preventing him 
from rising until the vehicle was lifted out 
of the way. It took but a few minutes to 
accomplish this, however, and soon the party 
was again on the way to the Pension Build-

LONDON, March 5.—The Morning Post, 
commenting upon the inauguration cere- 
monies at Washington, says the marvelous 
tide of prosperity and splendid commercial 
successes attending the last administration 
are the more signal because they seem to 
promise still greater advantages to national 
industry in the near future. The paper con- 
siders the most important part of President 
McKinley’s address to be the declaration 
that patriotism ought to exclude from par- 
tisanship the controversies that have arisen 
since the war. 

It says that if President McKinley suc- 
ceeds in inducing the Republicans to recog- 
mize this and to consent to regard the con- 
trol of the annexed and protected regions 
as something outside of ordinary conflict, 
the party will have laid a good foundation 
for the exercise of that influence naturally 
belonging to a nation so powerful. and in- 
telligent as the American Republic. It 
thinks that Mr. McKinley's attitude regard- 
ing the independence of Cuba is creditable 
to his self-respect. 

The Standard, tecognizing the remarkable

American national development during the 


last four years, dwells upon the curious 
resemblance between the positions in the 
Philippines and south Africa. It says that 
for two years and a half troops of a great 
civilized power have been warring against 
the disorganized semi-barbarous islanders 
and their subjugation still seems to be far 
off.

The latter organiza- 
tion is made up of boys under 18, and the 
President seemed delighted with them, as 
he shook his head in approval several times 
while they were passing. 


Pennsylvania Sends an Army. 

When the District troops had passed in 
review there marched along one of the most 
business-like fighting organizations ever or- 
ganized. It was headed by Governor Will- 
lam A. Stone of Pennsylvania, and consisted 
of 14,000 sturdy, soldier-like men, who fre- 
quently have seen service in the coal regions 
of Pennsylvania. This is almost the entire 
National Guard of Pennsylvania, and when 
once the main body had swung into Penn- 
sylvania avenue the column of blue-coated 
Keystone men reached from the Capitol to 
the Treasury and beyond, a distance of more 
than a mile. 
This in itself was an army which some of 
the small nations of the world would be 
proud to possess. The Pennsylvanians made 
an excellent showing. There was not the 
mohotony that might have been expected 
from the appearance of fourteen regiments 
of a single service marching consecutively, 
for each regimental organization was headed 
by a fine military band. 

When the Ninth Pennsylvania Infantry, 
commanded by Colonel C. D. Dougherty, 
reached the reviewing stand the Colonel and 
his horse’ captivated the crowd. Colonel 
Dougherty dug his spurs into his magnificent 
sorrel charger, and the horse, which seemed 
to be almost human, did a cake walk until 
he had passed out of sight. The Colonel him- 
self, who was one of the handsomest men 
in line, threw back his shoulders and seemed 
to be proud of the attention he was attract- 
ing. The little trick of his animal won for 
him tremendous applause. 


Applause for Joe Wheeler. 


It was reserved for Fighting Joe Wheeler to 
receive the greatest reception of any man 
in the parade, not excepting even General 
Miles, who, ys evokes great applause 
when he appears uniform mounted on his 
magnificent charger. From the Capitol all 
along the route\of the parade, past the Court 
of Honor and ond, the plucky little Gen- 
eral, who is so popular, received thunder- 
ous applause. people seemed to idolize 
him, and during the entire march he was 
compelled to raise hig chapeau at every step 


General Wheeler is a magnificent horse- 
man and he sat his saddle today like one 
who is born in the saddle. His excellent 
horsemanship, together with his popularity, 


he received. 

Governor Smith of Maryland divided hon- 
ors with some of the other popular persons 
in the parade, and it is well that he was 
so much liked by the people, as it coyered up 
to some extent a disgraceful incident that 
occurred in connection with the Maryland 
troops. A general officer of the Maryland 
National Guard was visibly intoxicated, and 
the members of his staff grouped themselves 
about him in such a way as to conceal the 
fact as much as possible It would have 
passed unnoticed, perhaps, if the officer had 
not persisted in stopping his horse every few 
feet and looking back. There were eight 
military organizations from Maryland, each 
one of which was headed by a first-class 
band of music. The Marylanders were evi- 
dently proud of their State and their State 
air, for seven of the eight bands, when they

Odell Heads the New-Yorkers. 


Then came the New York contingent, made 
up of six military organizations, headed by 
Governor Odell and staff. in this contingent 
was Squadron A of New York, which present- 
ed a Striking appearance.

Suddenly he wheeled his horse, faced the 
President tly, removed his hat, made a 
most profound bow to the Chief Executive, 
turned, and saluted the people in the grand 
stands on both sides of the street. He con- 
tinued on his way amid the appaluse of the 
people, who seemed to be delighted with 
-the gracious action of the Governor.

| This was the end of the military division of 
ber parade, which was followed by a credit- 
able civic division. It was somewhat short, 
although it required nearly an hour for it to 
pass. One of the most interesting features 
of the division was the contingent from the 


| Indian School at CarMsle, Pa. There were at 


least 1,000 of these cadets, all of whom are 
full-blooded Indians. They made even a bet- 
ter appearance than the Porto Ricans. Their 
physique was somewhat better. The boys 
were more nearly the size of the American 
youth and will average well in weight with 
the white man. This organization was head- 
ed by a band of music, every member of 
which was a pure blooded Indian. There 
were many excellent musical organizations 
in line and it the verdict of the people 
that the band from the Carlisle Indian School 
will make a most favorable comparison with 
any of them. 

Another attractive feature of the civic divi- 
sion was the Roosevelt Republican club of 
St. Paul, Minn. .This organization was 1,000 
strong and every man was young and well 
built. They were attired in khaki uniforms 
and when they passed the reviewing stand 
President McKinley sustained his reputation 
for graciousness and tact. Vice President 
Roosevelt, of course, had stood de- 
side the President during the entire 
review, and the honors of course 
were for the President. When the 
Roosevelt club approached, however, the 
President quickly stepped back a pace or two 
so as to give Vice President Roosevelt all 
the honors of reviewing the club named for 
him. The Vice President beamed upon the 
boys in khaki and he greeted some of them 
as if they had been friends of a lifetime. 


Play “ Star Spangled Banner.” 

When the Union County club of New Jersey 
passed, for the first time during the entire 
parade, The Star Spangled Banner was 
played. As they marched by they bared their 
heads and gave three rousing cheers for the 
President. With the club was a man who 
appeared to be about eight feet tall, dressed 
in the costume of Uncle Sam, bearing a 
tremendous American flag. This was one 
of the few odd features of the parade, and 
when the man passed the reviewing stand 
he dipped the flag and the President saluted. 

One of the most grotesque features of the 
entire pageant was the presence of a colored 
marching club. Every member of the or- 
ganization seemed at least seven feet tall and 
thin to match. They were all dressed alike 
in drab colored suits with hats to match. 
The coats were of the frock cut and they 
had long overcoats and spats. Altogether 
the appearance of this club was ridiculously 
funny, and the men seemed to have made up 
for the stage more than for the street. Vice 
President Roosevelt and General Miles were 
standing beside each other when the club 
went by, and they evidently thought it the 
funniest thing they had seen for a long time, 
for they had several good hearty laughs at 
the expense of the colored brother. 


Patriotic Melodies Lead. 

To cap the climax the club was accom- 
panied by a dusky Columbia, and to say she 
presented a grotesque figure would be put- 
ting it mildly. 

There was a noticeable absence of coon 
songs and rag time music in the parade, and 
not until it wae nearly over was any of it 
heard. Then some of the political bands 
played such music as Just Because She 
Made Them Goo-Goo Eyes,” “‘ There'll Be a 
Hot Time in the Old Town,“ and other kin- 
dred music. “Annie Laurie,“ Dixie“ 
“Maryland, My Maryland,“ 
River,” Onward, Christian Soldiers, 
„How Firm a Foundation,“ and patriotic 
airs seemed to be the favorites today. 

In fact, the musical p m was better 
than is usual in an ina parade. This 18 
due to the fact that the committee super- 
vised, ina way, the music to be played by the 
bands. 


When the last civic organization had 
passed the President and his party turned to 
start for the White House, and, as the ropes 
had been let down, thousands flocked about 
the reviewing stand, which was encased in 
glass, and set up a shout which was 
so hearty that the President was 
deeply moved. He made a profound bow, 
turned quickly from the crowd, and walked 
briskly toward the White House surrounded 
by his friends. The President's flag was 
hauled down from the staff, and one of the 
most majestic features of the inauguration 
was at an end.

PRESIDENT Is UP EARLY TO MAKE 
READY FOR CEREMONY. 


Congressmen Cannon and McRae Are 
Late and Delay the Start of the Par- 


Attend the Inauguration and Re- 
turn to the Executive Mansion for 
a Reception and to View the Parade 
—Events at Official Residence.

Washington, D. C., March 4.—[Special.]— 
President McKinley, his wife, and their 
house guests were astir earlier than usual 
this morning, to be ready for the ceremonies 
of the inauguration. The President, how- 
ever, did not seem to be nervous or flurried, 
but. calmly ate breakfast and attended to 
the little duties to which he is accustomed 
during the ordinary day. He ate break- 
fast with all his house guests, who were 
Mr. and Mrs. Abner McKinley, Mrs. Duncan, 
William Duncan and wife, Miss Helen Mc- 
Kinley, Dr. and Mrs. Baer, Miss Grace Mc- 
Kinley, George Barber, M. C. Barber, Mr. and 
Mrs. George Hawk, Miss Hawk, and Miss 
Wells of New York. 

About 10 o’clock members of the Cabinet 
began to drop in, and later General Miles 
and his aid and Admiral Dewey and his 
aid also joined the company assembled in 
the Cabinet-room. 


Start of Party Is Delayed. ä 
When the President had greeted those 


Hanna, he walked down the stairway which 
leads from the business offices, talking and 
chatting and evidently in the best of spirits. 
When he had reached the ground floor it 
was discovered that Representatives McRae 
and Cannon had not yet arrived, sothe party 
turned into the red corridor just as the two 
missing statesmen came in. President Me- 
Kinley grasped each by the hand in a cordial 
way that would suggest that he had been sep- 
arated from them for a long time, and he 
ignored the fact that Uncle Joe had kept 
Uncle Sam waiting. 

Long before the President had come down 
Troop A of Ohio, which was to act as a 
personal escort, filed into the White House 
yard and drew up in a broad line facing the 
residence. The members of this troop all 
rode shiny black horses, and with the glit- 
tering gold on their dark uniforms and the 
bright orange on their helmets made a bril- 
liant scene. 

Before the President came out his carriage 
was brought up. It wasdrawn by four dark- 
colored, graceful horses, two of which were 
recent purchases. The groom and footman 
were in new livery of light tan color. For 
some unknown reason the latter, when he 
dismounted from the box, had in his hand a 
large pair of arctics and a box of shoe polish. 


In the Presidential Carriage. 

President McKinley took his seat in his 
carriage, Senator Hanna sitting at his left 
and McRae and Cannon opposite. The Cab- 
inet Masters followed Secretaries Hay and 
Gage in the carriage immediately following 
the President. Next to the Cabinet carrfages 
was one occupied by Admiral Dewey and 
his ald and Genera Miles and his aid, the 
Admiral and General sitting side by side, 
but the General was at the left, thus in- 
dicating inferior rank. | 

The carriages wheeled so that the troop 
could follow, and, having turned out of the 
east gate, went west to fall in line after 
the Grand Army Post which had been hon- 
ored with the rst place in the line of 
march. When the carriages returned they 
were preceded by the Grand Army veterans 
and Troop A. On either side of the Presi- 
dent’s carriage rode Colonel Theodore Bing- 
ham and Colonel Johnson of the War de- 
partment and two officers of Troop A. . 

President McKinley’s carriage is in no 
way different from that of any well-to-do 
private citizen and has nothing about it 
which would mark it in a crowd. Coleman, 
his colored driver, has served him for some 
time, while Reeder, his colored footman, 
was a waiter when Mr. McKinley 
at the Ebbitt House. 


Veterans Lead the Procession. 

The veterans who led the procession were 
men old in years and bent with service. 
They were attired in civilian clothing, with 
rosettes and streamers of the national colors, 
excepting the purely military organization 
of the veterans. Assigned to the veterans 
was the Rough Rider Band of Oklahoma, 
the members of which, with their pecullar 
khaki uniforms, attracted considerable at- 
tention.

UNCLE SAM NOT A PUBLISHER. 


Cannon of [Illinois Explains Why 
Amendment to Sundry Civil Bill 
3 Was Knocked Out. 


Washington, D. C., March 4,—[Special.]— 
Representative Cannon of Illinois, chairman 
of the Committee on Appropriations, was 
asked today why the amendment to the 
sundry civil appropriation bill, providing for 
the publication of additional copies of the 
„ Messages and Papers of the Presidents 
was eliminated in conference. 

„% Well,” he replied, “ that part of the res- 
olution authorizing the pritittng of the books 
for distribution for the members of Con- 
gress would give to each of us so faw that 
they would not begin to meet the demand, 
and the dissatisfaction over previous edi- 
tions would be intensified. 

“The other part of the resolution author- 
ized the printing of 10,000 copies to be sold 
by the Superinten t of Documents. I look 
with disfavor upon the proposition that the 
government shal) go into the book publish- 
ing business.“ 

The statement by Mr. Moody of Massachu- 
setts, Mr. Cannon’s assistant conferee, was 
substantially the same, and he added: 
„ There was a general feeling of resentment 
at the fradulent methods pursued by the 
private publishers of the document to effect 
sales and a personal desire to have the docu- 
ment printed. But we could not gratify 
personal wishes in violation of our convic- 
tions of duty and at an expense to the pub- 


lic of 3200, 000.“ 


COURT OF HONOR BRILLIANT. 


Scenes Along the Streets to the White 
House Present Combination of 
Art and Grandeur.

Washington, D. C., March 4.—[Special.]— 
Extending from Fifteenth to Seventeenth 
street, past the Treasury, White House, and 
War, State, and Navy departments, the 
court of honor presents a most imposing 
sight. Approached from either end, four 
commanding towers rise before the eye, 
their bases decorated with shielde from 
which float a number of American flags. 

The top of each.tower is crowned with a 
huge bronze urn, in which burn colored 
lights. Extending in front of the White 
House is a long line of white columns, the 
apex of each a blaze of small electric lights. 
These columns extend from either entrance 
gate up to the White House door, and blend 
so admirably with the stately architecture 
of the historic building that coming upon it 
for the first time tonight one might easily 
surmise it to be a fitting part of the whole. 

From the corners of the White House 
grounds; before the War, State, and Navy 
departments, and past the Treasury, runs a

As a fitting setting to the whole there lies 
on either side of the court the histor% trees 
of Lafayette Park and the White House 
grounds.

HOUSE ENDS ITS SESSION 


DERSON FOR HIS WORK. 


Minority Leader Presents the Resolu- 
tion Paying a Tribute to the Presid- 
Ing Officer—Iowan Expresses His 
Appreciation for the Compliment— 
Postal Appropriation and Sundry 
Civil Bill the Last Measures to Be 
Passed by Lower Branch of Congress 


Washington, D. C., March 4.—The House 
closed its session at 11:45 today, amid a 
demonstration from its members, following 
the delivery of an impressive valedictory 
by Speaker Henderson. For an hour the 
body had been killing time, with little bus- 


iness to perform. The galleries were almost ‘ 


empty, for there were too many sights and 
scenes without the building, and too many 
restrictions on admission, to permit an over- 
flowing assemblage. Here and there on the 
desks of members were great clusters of 
flowers, paying farewell tribute to their 


services. 

Shortly before the closing hour Mr. Rich- 
ardson of Tennessee, the minority leader, 
presented resolutions testifying the high re- 
gard of the House for the able, impartial, and 
dignified manner in which Speaker Hender- 
son had administered the duties of presiding 
officer. Coming from the minority there was 
added significance in the tribute.

Not only with 
courtesy but almost with affection had all 
alike aided him in the performance of his 
duty.

Lord Wolseley pointed out in detail how the 
Gistribuyion of responsibility disorganized 
and impaired the war machine.

RAYMOND FARRAR IS FATALLY 


WOUNDED DURING ROW. 


Trouble in the Thirteenth Ward Be- 
tween the Bradley Aldermanic

A general fight over the outcome of the 
primaries in the Fifth District of the Thir- 
teenth Ward resulted in the shooting last 
evening of Raymond Farrar.

If it be held legal for Fahndrich and Nagle 
to run for the office, and all the holdovers 
to retain their seats, then it will be useless 
for Alderman Alling in the Second and-Alder- 
man Helm in the Twenty-first Wards to 
make the race, as they could not secure their 
seats in the Council. If all four were elected 
there would be seventy-two members in the 
Council. 

If Assistant Corporation Arthur’s opinion 
be sustained none of the holdover Aldermen 
will have to draw lots, but this is necessary, 
according to Judge Carter’s construction of 
the redistricting law. Or, if the holdover 
Aldermen in a ward continue to represent the 
new ward then there can be no election in the 
Seventh and Twenty-first, as each now has 
three representatives. 

Alling Gives His Views. 


“The Election Commissioners should re- 
fuse to place the names of the one-year can- 
didates on the ticket,“ said Alderman Alling. 
This would force them to bring mandamus 
suits and have the case settled in court this 
way. It is possible for the proceedings of the 
Council to be invalidated on account of the 
difficulty if some decision is not reached be- 
fore election. The Council, which has to pass 
upon the election and qualifications of its 
members, has voted that no Alderman shall 
be ousted by reason of the redistricting of 
wards. According to the decision of the Cor- 
poration Counsel the thirty-five holdover 
Aldermen continue to represent the constitu- 
ents who elected them, and in each ward one 
new Alderman is elected. That seems to be 
the sensible interpretation of the law. I 
shall take the matter up with the Election 
Commissioners and Judge Carter and en- 
deavor to secure an adjustment of the matter 
before the nominations are all made.”’ 

The only Republican ward convention held 
last night was the Thirty-fifth, where Ald- 
erman Frank L. Race was renominated on the 
third ballot. He was opposed by F. O. Show 
and Charles M. Olk.

Nevertheless, the new road, which 
is known as the Algoma Central, is being built 
in the most thorough manner possible, with 
the best equipment available, able to stand 
most any strain put upon it. The locomo- 
tives are of enormous size, weighing 135 tons 
When equipped for traffic. The engines are 
$6 massive that railway companies were 
afraid of the strain on bridges and they were 
@elivered from Chicago to Sault Ste. Marie 
By the lake route on steam ferries. 

The new railway starts at Sault Ste. Marie. 
Ground was broken less than five months 
e, but already thirty-five miles of road 
are completed and in use, and the railway 
is pushing forward at the rate of half a mile 
@ day. It is expected that it will require 
three years to complete the road. The mil- 
Non of capital involved come mostly from 
the United States. The builders have made 
Careful computations as to traffic, and are 
Sonfident that the road will realize all that 
is promised as an investment, It had its 


origin in the necessity of bringing supplies 


of pulp wood from the far North to the Sault 
Millis, but it opens up as well a region that 
ts wonderfully rich in minerals and timber.
